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Report-  on  the  Region 


Thanks  to  continuing  support  by  your  town  as 
in  past  years,  your  region  association  has  been  able 
to  carry  out  a  varied  program  of  publicity  and  pro- 
motion that  has  benefited  this  town  and  region  sub- 
stantially. For  the  sum  appropriated,  this  town  has 
participated  in  over  $8000  worth  of  direct  publicity 
expenditures.  How  was  it  spent?  Much  of  the  out- 
lay has  been  in  the  form  of  direct  advertising  and 
promotional  literature,  including  maps,  picture  pam- 
phlets, and  listings  of  accommodations.  Of  these 
folders,  we  have  gotten  out  over  100,000  copies  this 
last  year,  each  and  every  one  of  which  carries  a  mes- 
sage about  your  town.  They  have  been  distributed 
all  over  the  U.  S.  and  abroad,  to  the  places  where 
chey  will  do  the  most  good.  Many  of  them  have  been 
handed  out  personally  by  the  secretary  in  cities  like 
New  York,  Boston  and  Montreal,  where  we  took  part 
in  exhibits  to  publicize  our  region. 

What  results  have  been  obtained?  From  a  sur- 
vey of  just  a  tiny  fraction  (10%)  of  several  thousands 
who  wrote  our  office  during  a  5-month  period  for  lit- 
erature and  information  about  this  region,  we  dis- 
covered that  from  this  small  fraction  alone  enough 
money  came  into  the  region  to  replace  the  total  of 
all  1954  town  appropriations  2V2  times  over!  This 
takes  no  account  of  the  money  that  came  in  through 
those  who  have  summer  homes  here,  buying  goods 
and  paying  taxes  to  our  towns,  even  though  many 
of  those  get  here  through  such  services  as  those  we 
render. 

How  does  this  money  help  your  town?  Because 
without  it,  we  in  this  state  would  have  to  burden  our- 
selves with  new  and  unpleasant  taxes  to  maintain  our 
highways,  police  protection  and  other  such  services; 
that's  why  it's  important  to  keep  the  out-of-state 
money  coming  in. 

Our  region  4-H  program  continues  to  serve  that 
fine  movement,  and  many  of  your  boys  and  girls 
have  had  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  our 
awards.  We  plan  to  carry  this  on  and  to  cooperate 
with  all  the  agencies  which  are   trying   to   improve 
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New  Hampshire's  agricultural  income.  In  the  above 
and  in  many  other  ways,  your  White  Mountains 
Region  Association  will  continue  to  work  for  the 
benefit  of  the  43  northern  communities  of  New 
Hampshire.

Randolph,  $144.00.  The  state's  share  was  $2,500.00.  The 
state  treasurer  reports  the  amount  of  per  capita  tax.  The 
retirement  board  assesses  the  amount  for  the  teachers'  re- 
tirement. 
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Report-  of  Superinf-endent 


To  the   Superintending  School    Committee    and    the 
Citizens  of  the  Jefferson  School  District: 

Foreword 

How  good  were  the  good  old  days?  Were  the 
people  who  were  in  school  fifty  years  ago  as  good  as 
they  now  claim  they  were?  Are  the  stormy  charges 
that  today's  children  "aren't  learning  anything", 
more  particularly  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic, 
true? 

Extensive  examinations  were  given  throughout 
most  of  the  country  in  an  effort  to  get  the  answers  to 
these  questions.  The  same  tests  as  were  given  fifty 
or  one  hundred  years  ago  were  given  again. 

The  results  prove  that  the  children  of  today  do 
better  in  mental  and  written  arithmetic  and  in  oral 
and  silent  reading,  about  the  same  in  geography  and 
history,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they  have  one  hun- 
dred more  years  of  it  to  study,  and  only  slightly  poor- 
er in  spelling. 

Why  not  get  the  facts  about  our  schools?  Take 
time  to  read  "Changing  Times"  in  the  Kiplinger  Mag- 
azine, June,  1954  or  "How  Good  Are  Our  Public 
Schools?"  in  the  Reader's  Digest,  September,  1954. 

The  youth  of  today  know  more  about  more 
things  than  any  preceding  generation.  Our  young 
people  are  better  prepared  for  college  than  ever  be- 
fore. 

You  will  be  interested  in  the  fact  that  on  stand- 
ard achievement  tests  the  children  of  this  supervisory 
union  are  above  the  New  England  and  National 
norms. 

Let  us  know  our  schools,  what  they  have  done 
and  what  they  are  doing,  and  cooperate  in  a  common 
effort  to  make  them  ever  better. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance 

There  are,  at  this  writing,  98  enrolled  at  the  Hill 
School.  This  is  a  decrease  of  15  from  the  correspond- 
ing period  last  year.  There  are  24  in  grades  1-2,  28 
in  grades  3-4,  17  in  grades  5-6,  and  29  in  grades  7-8. 

Percentages  of  attendance  last  year  were  on  the 
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whole  rather  low.  With  95.8%  being  the  highest,  no 
room  came  near  the  97%  level,  which  is  considered 
as  being  commendable.  With  an  average  of  91.1% 
for  the  building  as  a  whole,  it  is  suggested  that  the 
parents  might  well  check  carefully  to  see  that  pupils 
are  not  unnecessarily  absent.  There  were  52  cases 
of  tardiness  during  the  year.  Grades  3-4  had  the  best 
record  with  but  three  tardy  marks,  while  grades  7-8 
had  35  tardy  marks. 

Tuition 

There  were  at  the  opening  of  school  in  Septem- 
ber 41  tuition  pupils  attending  school  outside  the  dis- 
trict. Of  these,  39  were  at  Lancaster  and  two  at  Ber- 
lin. The  total  number  is  one  less  than  for  the  preced- 
ing year. 

Nine  of  our  tuition  pupils  are  seniors,  so  with  13 
in  grade  8,  it  looks  as  though  the  number  of  tuition 
pupils  would  increase  slightly  during  the  coming 
year.  The  Lancaster  tuition  rate  for  1954-55  is 
$225.00  per  pupil  and  is  to  remain  at  that  level  for 
the  school  year  1955-56.

SCHOOL  YEAR,  180  DAYS 
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Teachers 

Teachers  at  the  Hill  School  this  year  are:  Rob- 
ert P.  Callanan,  Principal,  grades  7-8;  Shirley  Inger- 
son,  grade  5-6;  Marguerite  Ayling,  grades  3-4;  and 
Louie  Carlisle,  grades  1-2.  Carl  U.  Harvey  taught 
grades  7-8  from  the  opening  of  school  in  September 
until  the  Christmas  recess.  Mr.  Callanan  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Boston  University  and  came  to  Jefferson  as 
principal  and  teacher  on  January  3,  1955.  Mrs.  In- 
gerson  has  had  many  years  of  teaching  experience 
and  her  last  position  was  at  the  Meadows  School. 
Mrs.  Carhsle  and  Mrs.  Ayling  have  both  taught  at  the 
Hill  School  for  several  years. 

Building  and  Equipment 

The  Hill  School  is,  as  everyone  knows,  of  the 
older  type  wooden  construction  and  is  rather  inade- 
quate for  a  present  day  education.  In  March,  1954, 
a  Capital  Reserve  Building  fund  was  voted  and 
$2000.00  appropriated  for  it.  K  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  citizens  of  the  community  will  move  as  rapidly 
as  possible  towards  more  adequate  school  housing. 

The  books,  maps  and  reference  matei^ials  in  the 
building  are  fairly  adequate. 

Warrant 

The  School  Board  has  this  year  seen  fit  to  in- 
clude one  special  article  in  the  school  warrant.  It  is 
to  be  remembered  that  last  year  a  Capital  Reserve 
Building  Fund  was  established  and  $2,000.00  raised 
and  appropriated  for  that  purpose.  There  will  be  an 
opportunity  this  year  to  add  to  the  fund  if  that  be  the 
wishes  of  the  voters  of  the  district. 

Notes  on  the  Budget 

The  School  Board's  total  budget  for  1955-56  is 
$34,019.00  as  compared  with  an  appropriation  of 
$37,586.00  for  1954-55.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the 
appropriation  for  last  year  included  $2,000.00  for  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Exclusive  of  that  amount,  the 
budget  for  this  year  is  $1,567.00  less  than  a  year  ago. 

Teachers'  salaries,  tuition  and  transportation 
continue  to  be  our  highest  budget  items.  The  trans- 
porters are  under  contract  for  next  year,  the  Lancas- 
ter tuition  rate  remains  the  same  and  only  a  modest 
increase  is  proposed  for  the  teachers. 
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Conclusion 

The  schools  are  the  community's  opportunity  for 
reaching  all  the  children  of  all  the  people.  It  is  our 
duty  to  provide  their  education,  not  merely  in  terms 
of  books,  credits  and  diplomas,  but  education  in 
terms  for  preparation  for  living  and  earning. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  School  Board, 
parents,  teachers  and  friends  for  their  support  in  our 
common  effort  to  maintain  good  schools.
